Apropos of the Prince of Wales un- 
veiling a statue of King Alfred, a gen- 
tleman writes to the 'Times' that the 
Prince is that monarch's thirty-third 
great grandson. 

A tall, elderly, refined looking gen- 
tleman recently went into u small 
post-office in a rural region of Eng- 
land. He asked some question rela- 
tive to the registering of a letter, and 
■was very sharply .rudely, and unneces- 
sarily snubbed by a young lady in at- 
tendance. He asked her if she ttiought 
that was the proper way to answer an 
inquiry in a public office. She said she 
thought sho had been quite civil 
enough for bim. He asked hor with 
an ominously increasing mildness of 
manner, if sho would favor him with 
lier name. Sue emphatically declined 
to do so, He then said ho thought he 
•would tell her his name, which, how- 
ever sho declined to hear, saying that 
his name was no concern of hers. He 
calmly replied that he thought it was, 
for his name was John Manners, and 
he was the postmaster-general. 

The Banffshire 'Journal' says:— A 
small box, similar to those in which 
■vestas are sold in this country, and 
bearing the postmark of a town in 
Canada, arrived at the Macduff post 
office recently. The box was address- 
ed to an individual in tho Macduff 
district. It was a little open and the 
postmaster saw an insect in it which 
he was able to identify ns a living Col- 
orado beetle. On being examined the 
box was found to contain a dozen of 
theso dreadful insects.

We be- 
lieve that a couple of ibe dead insects 
have been sont to the County Museum 
in Banff. 

A little incident is related ol the 
German Crown Priocess — the English 
Princess Royal— which shows her gen- 
erous nature. Not long ago she had 
tho misfortune to lose, while bathing, 
a valuable bracelet, a present from the 
Emperor of Brazil. The forest-keep- 
er, searching the bed of the river.suc- 
ceeded iu recovering tho bracelet. He 
hurried to Potsdam, and her Imperial 
Highness.thankiug him heartily.haud- 
ed him a small packet, which ho found 
to contain £75 iu bank notes. 

The Maharajah of Gwalior is now 
surrounded with a garden, which bids 
fair to become one of tho wonders of 
tho world. His palace was erected at 
a cost of $1, 250,01)0, of which the 
Prince of Wales was tho first occu- 
pant. It will contain ten garden 
houses, each illustrating a variety of 
Hindoo architecture, and a winter 
palace of glass, imported from Vienna. 
Water will ho brought from artificial 
lakes over channels so constructed as 
to give the murmur which was pres- 
cribed to afford rest to Mecsenas in his 
villa near Rome. The garden will bo 
kept per ennially green by irrigation.

TIDE LANDS— THEIR VALUE TO 
THIS COUNTRY. 



The extract which we make from a lute 
number of the Seattle Intelligencer con- 
toys a lesson which B hould not be lost on 
the peoplo of Lower Fraser River. A few 
years ago— less than ten— lands that now 
yield so abundantly at Swinomisb, Wash- 
ington Torritory, wore salt marshes sub- 
ject to overflow by every flood tide and 
popularly supposed to bo good for no- 
thing. For years men seeking locations 
Tisited the flats and went away, impressed 
with the belief that they wero too wet to 
grow anything, or that the dyking requit- 
ed for their reclamation would be too ex 
pensive to leave a profit to the farmer. 
There was uothiug in the appearance of 
the land that indicated an extraordinary 
fertility, or that gave promise of a yield 
of cereals per acre so largo us to almost 
Ohall.-ngo belief. Hundreds of immigrants 
pr.-forred to hew themselves farms out of 
the dense forests of Washington Terri- 
tory to settling on flats that weroiuuocout 
of tree or undergrowth, and for many 
years those lands, which have proved to 
bo the choicest and richest in the ooun- 
try. lay megleoted and unreclaimed. At 
length there happened along a family 
from New Brunswick. They had follow- 
ed the advice that Horace Greeley gavo to 
the offioe-sceker-"Go We-st.young man," 
—and were socking homes on the western- 
most shores of the Republic. One mem- 
ber of the family had visited Holland, 
and had witnessed there the triumph that 
energetic men, armed with spades, had 
won over tho Zuyder Zee, in wreatiug 
from its watery embrace many square 
miles of fertilo lands that had been sub- 
ject to overflow from the beginning of 
things finite. Ho knew the value of tide 
la ids for cultivation, and ho saw that 
with tho expenditure of muscle and a few 
dollars Swinomisb. Fl.ts mightbo redeem- 
ed from the sea and made the home of a 
large aud prosperous community. The 
family tettled down on tho fiats. They 
built them a house above high-water 
mark, and experimented by dyking a small 
piece of the ground and sowing it with 
grain. The result astonished even tho 
quondam Hollander. Tho dyke tbut 
breasted back the fluod was a very simple 
affair, indeed — a few chovelsful of earth 
turned up on the side next tho sea heiug 
all that was necessary te prevent tho land 
from overflow. In the following year the 
experiment had grown to bo a great aud 
acknowledged fact. The area of land se- 
cured by dykes was largely increased. 
The crops were enormous. Toamiuimum 
of labor aud outlay there was returned a 
maximum of crop. The flats offered rea- 
dy-made farms to all who might wish to 
occupy thorn. The farui.y soon had neigh- 
bors. In tbo course of two or three years 
tho flats wero all taken up, dyked aud 
cultivated, a d now they constitute the 
chief grain-producing district of Wash- 
ington Territory. To show what can he 
effected by the expenditure of a iiitlo en- 
ergy iD an iutelbgout way by bravo and 
determined men of small meatm, we ap- 
pend entire the article from the Intelligen- 
cer, Tho lesson we should wish our own 
people to draw from the experience of the 
early setilers of tiwiuouiish FLits is that 
the Buccess which has been achieved there 
may be achieved here on a much larger 
scale. Compared with the tide hinds of 
the Lower Fraser tho Swinomish flats are 
insiguificant indeed. Where there is one 
acre of arable land at Swinomisti there 
are ten acres on the- Fraser capable of he 
ing brought under cultivation by tho in- 
troduction of a very simple system of 
dyking. That once effected the day wheu 
Bhipa will load at Victoiia with wheat, 
grown on Fraser River tide lands, as they 
load now with salmon, Will not be far dis- 
tant. We commoud tho extinct to care- 
ful perusal: 

"As far as the eye can reach on either 
■ide of Swinomisti t-lough, broad acres of 
golden grain have beeu harvested and the 
tawny lields arn (lotto! with sho.-ks of 
wheat, oatH and barley, awaiting tho 
threshing machine. Nearly all this land 
is taken up, but uut over iwo-iiftlis of it is 
under cultivation, nor i-i one-half of it re- 
claimed t-o as to admit of cultivation. 
Samuel Oil boun is now threshing some 
oats that will average ninety-two bushes 
to the Hero JDoosihc history of Ameri- 
can agri -ulture nlfoi d any parallels to our 
latter day Holland? For centuries nn- 
told, the alluvial deposit of the foaming 
Skagit has been borne back by tlio flood 
tide of the sea till it has loi ino.l a garuen 
spot of unequalled fertility. The acreage 
of this year is sixty per cent in advance 
of last year and the total yield wi.l bo 
about mx thousand tons; next year, with 
proportionate increase of reolamati n, it 
will go to ten thousand; and in '87U, it 
will not fall far below eighteen tho ut and 
tons. We have lived for years in a tac- 
tion of country where waste lands which 
wore bought of tho Stato for a dollur an 
acre, tiavn boon made wortn two hundred 
dollars per aero. In fact we doubt if 
Sherman Island, on Saoramento river, 
could be purchased at ihat average. It 
lias been ihe fashion, heretofore, to make 
fun of Whatcom and Snohomish count; i 
as terra incognita, but tho laugh is rabid- 
ly being turned tho other way. Tboy 
will each rank among tho lront counties 
of the Territory by 1880, probably fulling 
in behind Walla Walla and King, and 
perhaps behind Pierce and Columbia; but 
certainly ahtad of all others, Iho lands 
are ; owned 'jj bona fide residents for tho 
most part, ami their earnings will not bo 
shipped to San Francisco to bo squander- 
ed in stock-gambling, but kept at homo 
to adorn and develop the very sections of 
country where the morieyia earned. "

inhabitants. A beaten army does not gen- 
erally pack off its guns and its following 
of non-combatants in safety. Dispatches of i 
tho 8th assert that Meheniet Ali, While the 
Russians wero operating at Lovatz, ex- 
ecuted a brilliant fl uilc movement to tho 
North and threatened tho Danubian 
bridges. If this report bo correct Ali 
could not have been at Plevna with his 
army when the Rust-ians attacked that 
position. Tho telegrams are very confus- 
ed aud vague as yet, nod tho storming of 
Plovna and the interception of Turkish 
reiuforcotiieuts may have heou counter- 
balanced by more important successes 
elsuwhoio. If it should be proved that 
the Turks risked everything at Plovna 
aud lost, tho Turkish armies north of the 
Balkans will be captured or cut to pieces 
in the course of tho next few day*, and 
tho Russians will then hold the lino of 
tho Balkans with no effective army in tho 
field to opposo their march to Constanti- 
nople unless Suliomaii Pasha should get 
through one of tho patsos. Plovna, if 
taken at all, was carried by hurling muses 
of men against the fortification and wtai 
ing the numerically weaker Tillks out. It 
may be shown, however, that tho dispatch 
to the Manchester Examiner was at least 
premature, and that the Russian victory 
is more in name than effect.

THE OCCUPANCY OF PALESTINE. 



The Holy Land is not to be tho Seat of 
Judaism, but of Catholicism. 



Tho impression prevails very exten- 
sively that Palestine is to be re-peopled 
with Israelites who are now scattered 
abroad and in all lands, and that a 
large emigration of this people thither- 
ward baa set in. Some authorities 
declare even that the population ol 
Palestine to-day is double what it was 
ten years ago. If this refers to 1 1 1 « - 
Jews, tbo Rev. Dr. Do Huss, who has 
been United States Consul at Jerusa- 
lem for seven or eight years, writes to 
tho "Cbristian Advocate" of Now York 
city to say that it may bo true, but of 
the entire population it is not true. 
The country, ho says, owing especially 
to tho heavy drain upon tho able-bod- 
ied men to keep up tho Turkish army, 
is rapidly being depopulated and im- 
poverished. Deserted villages are 
everywhere to bo seen. There is less 
wealth among tho people, fewer camels, 
horse, and stock of all kind tlinn ten 
years ago. Fruit aud forest trees are 
almost disappearing. Carinel was al- 
most stripped of her timber for tlie 
Suez Canul, and as any fruit tree is 
taxed whether it bears or uot, few are 
uow planted. Everything Iheio ap- 
pears to be finished. There is no 
progress, no improvement of any kind 
There are about 311,1)00 Jews in nil 
Palestine. They are mostly from Rub 
sia, and do not go there to develop the 
country, but to die, that they may sleep 
with their fathers in holy ground. 
Thej r are generally aged and poor, 
living ou the charity of their people in 
Europe and America. It will require 
a different class of emigrants altogether 
says the doctor to recover this cursed 
laud. It is true there are new bouses 
going up outside the city walls, but 
mostly small tenements, built by com 
mittees for the benefit of poor mem- 
bers. Work has been dene on thOie 
dwellings by night to avoid the hot sun 
during tbo day, and not because there 
is such a demand for houses as lias 
been reported. The latest programme 
for Palestine is not Jewish, but Papal 
occupancy. Tlio Jesuits of Europe, 
adds Dr. Do Hass are dissatisfied with 
he condition of things in Italy, and 
there is n movement on foot to make 
Jerusalem the bend of the Latin 
Church. Commissioners have been 
appointed to negotiate for the terri- 
tory; engineers have surveyed a rail 
road from Jerusalem to Jaffa; money 
is being collected for the erection of a 
magnificent palace for his Holiness on 
Mount Zion, to whicli tho Vatican is 
to bo transferred. There the successor 
to Pius IX. is to be installed, and the 
"City of the Great King" is to be the 
head of tho Pontifical See. Russia, 
however, may have something to say 
on the future disposition of Palestine.

Archdeacon Wright and the Episcopacy 
of the Reformed Episcopal Church. 

Editor Colonist — Sin: — Archdeacon 
Wright of your city speaks glibly of 
"deposed," "schism," "schismatic," 
etc., when referring to Bishops Cum- 
mins, Cheney and Oridge, of the lie- 
formed Episcopal Church. These op- 
probious epithets aro certainly remark- 
able as coming from a person of ac- 
knowledged courtesy, possessing a 
thorough acquaintance with tho force 
and meaning of words and expressions. 
Now permit, me to usk tho Archdeacon 
if Cru timer was guilty of "schism" 
when lio forsook the Roman Commun- 
ion V I ask this, not becauso I believe 
the Church of England to bo wholly 
Romanized, but, simply because, if 
perpetual allegiance is due where cler- 
ical orders were assumed, then should 
tho Church of England unci all in An- 
glican orders be in subjection to Homo 
t<.-duy; if the Orders Archdeacon 
WrighJ; possesses came not through 
tho Roman channel, why was Cranmor 
successively Romish aud Protestant 
"Prim ite of all England, " and whence 
did those Oiders eoino, if not from 
Rome '{ Did Rome confer Orders to bo 
used ngaiust herself ? O, pchismatical 
reformers, Bishops of tho Reformation 
age! Ye also were guilty of schism. 
Ye too wore -'deposed," "excommuni- 
cated,""' and called "schismatics" aud 
heretics. 

If the Church of Christ be confined 
to tho Church of England and its 
branches, Archdeacon Wright's as- 
sumptions and statements with respect 
<o tho Episcopacy of tho Reformed 
Episcopal Church may bo true; but if, 
on the prelatical theory which ho ad- 
vocates, it embraces othor Episcopal 
communions, history will not sustain 
his position. If I am rightly inform- 
ed , the Archdeacon is among those 
who consider tho "old Catholics" of 
the continent a valid church organiza- 
tion; whence, then, do they derivo 
their Episcopate ? Undeniably from 
the Jausenist Church of Holland: in 
the records of "consecrations" of bish- 
ops iu that Church, beginning with 
Cornelius Bteenoven (consecrated Oct. 
15, 17_-1, as Bishop of Utrecht, by one 
Bishop aud two Presbyters), 1 find 
that the following Bishops were also 
consecrated by one Bishop with the 
aid of Presbyters. T. Vauder Croon, 
consecrated Archbishop of Utrecht, 
Oct. 28t!i, 1734; K. J. Rinkel, conse- 
crated Bishop of Haailem, Aug. 11th, 
1873; J. H. Rienkens "Alt Katiiouken" 
Bishop, Aug. 11th, 1873. In the lat- 
ter case, all tho parties concerned had 
been either "deposed," or were under 
'.'historical excommunication." 
' On tho "prelatical theory," vhicb 
Archdeacon Wright holds in common 
with nearly all the Bishops and clergy 
of tho Church of England, tho Episco- 
pal ollice of Bishop Charles Edward 
Cheney and Bishop Edward Oridge 
most certainly h ive higher claims to 
recognition than that of tho "Old Ca- 
tholics." 

Bishop Cummins withdrew from the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, but not 
from his oilice, thus following the pre 
cedent of tho Anglican Reformers'; and 
not until notice of the reception of his 
letter of withdrawal had been received, 
did he take any part in ihe act of como- 
uration. It mar perhaps bo well to ob- 
serve en passant tlmt subsequent to tho 
consecration of the Rav, Ur. Clieuoy on 
Dec. 1-lth, lS7;i, by Bishop Cummins, who 
had not bt-eu "deposed," adeoUion of the 
Superior Court of Illinois was rendered 
lo tlio effect that the Rev. C. E. Cueuey, 
D. D., had not been legally deposed ac- 
cording to the canons aud regulations 
under which he was tried. All the can- 
onical proceoJiugs were pronounced null 
and void. A-< no further proceedings] 
canonic, d or otkerwbe have sino been 
taken, Bishop Cheney has never been "de- 
posed." 

The Reform fo grandly inaugurated by 
Bishop Cummins, ami now being curried 
forward so nobly by his successors iu the 
Episcopate is u schism preci-ely »s was tou 
Ltoform under B.suop Cranmer; a cutting 
loo-e of men untight ned by tlio Holy 
Spirit; au emerging into clearer gospel 
light and liberty, — into higher spiritual 
freedom. No weapon-) against tho trutli 
can prosper. Bishop Cummins was d'i- 
clured "deposed" aooor.iiug to the laws 
of a Church be had voluntarily retired 
fiom, but tue-e laws are base I on Roman 
Catholic custom, aud antagonistic to Pro- 
teatuiit iirineip.es. 

Bishops Cheney and Cridge oloctod "by 
tho unanimous voice of a General Coun- 
cil of cluneal mid lay members of tho 
Church," wore certainly as eligible to the 
Episcopate, even on Archdeaoun Wright's 
tneuiy.as was tho lcymdn Ambrose, who 
m.dc the S;-o of Milan historic by tlio ox- 
ercise of his office, Uistoiynlao tells us 
ihat iu toe reign of Edward and Eliza- 
b^tu, the Church of England, by statute 
as well us in practice, had recognized 
Preshyleriau ordination. At tho clo-e of 
tho ltitn coat.ury, t>ooios, it' not hundreds 
of clergymen woio officiating in ihu 
Church of England who had been or- 
daiuod by Presbyters in Scotland or on 
the coniineut. ^I'iahor on "Liturgical 
Purity," p. 

Tims much for tho question as viewed 
in the ligot of that poor fabl ), "Apostoli- 
cal Succession;' 1 if theio bo such u thing, 
the Reformed Episcopal Cnurcli possesses 
it equally with the Church of England; 
as to its utility, that must ho determined 
by thoso who set more value upon it than 
any intelligent Reformed Episcopalian 
can do. The office of an "overseer," or 
Presbyter-primus," not t\xepediyroe,\e, tho 
prime element in t! o Epi-copacy of tho 
Reformed Episcopal Church; and if the 
thing is good are we to bo assailed for 
valuing and possessing it? 

Men, iotelligt-nt, unprejudiced and free, 
in accepting Episcopacy, will not long 
hesitate in choosing between a now and 
vigorous sob i: in based on tho Bible, and 
Truth in its simplicity und integrity, and 
the _ remains of an oil and dtuliuing 
schism; based on Scripture and medidev- 
alism, ami destined to recede gradually 
to tho hole from which it was dug. 

Ah for the r< stof the charges and alle- 
gations, in ArohdeuoonWri_h'.'a correspon- 
dence us published in your valuable col 
unins, I leave thum for others to answer.

Tho world 
said it was where tho bloody Queen bow- 
ed beforo tho imago of tho Virgin, and 
Gardiner and Bonner with rooking hands 
held up tho mass for tho adoration of a 
courtly throng. There, snroly, was tho 
historic Ohnroh — there tho church of 
Apostolical Succession — there tho church 
recognized and established by tho law. 
But God aud his angels saw another 
chnrch. It was whero Latimer and Ridley 
praised God amidst the tires, and Cranmer 
soon to follow them to martyrdom, 
prayed that they might bo supported to 
the last. From these old gospel loving 
English worthies, who by God's grace 
lighted tho caudle of Protestant truth and 
gospel liberty in tlio old land, Reformed 
Episcopalians claim the historical succes- 
sion for their Orders and aro proud of 
their lineage.

We aro engaged 
in a noblo work for God and His Truth. 
The skies aro bright. Never did an ec- 
clesiastical movement havo such an en- 
couraging, hopeful prospect beforo it.

EUROPE. 

Ciucaqo, Sept. 8.— The Times' London 
special says: The carnival of murder in 
Bulgaria in which the two frenzied m ibs 
for mouths have been massacreing each 
other has m ^n relieved by two tactical 
•md strategical movements of a masterly 
character. Ono is the sudden and succes- 
ful operation. against Lovatz and such a 
disposition of Roumanian and Russian 
troops, as prevented Osman Pnsha from 
moving to relieve his right flank. The 
other is the rapid, secret and wholly nn- 
looked for movemeut of Mehemet Ali to 
the left of the Russian position, whereby 
lie commands the Russian bridge uf. Pyr- 
gos and menaces that at Sistova. If Mo 
hemct Ali has accomplished all that he is 
credited with the Russians as a whole 
are no better situated thun before. Tho 
Location of Suleiman is still a matter of 
speculation. Rumors place him at sever 
al points, but the most reliable seem to 
indicate that he is betweeu Kaleyetha and 
Lovatz moving north. It is asserted that 
Mehemet in pushing west upon Biela 
while a heavy force is feeling cautiously 
towards Sistova and covering the move- 
ment of Pyrgos, The victory obtained 
by 51eh°ruet Ali has nrrested somewhat 
tho English excitement. 

Turcophile journals profess to believe 
that tho balance of the week's operations is 
in favor of the Turks and the Russians 
89em crushed between throo Turkish ar- 
mies. 

Constantinople, Sept. 8. — The account 
received here of capture ol Lovatz states 
that it was attacked by 10,0(10 Russians. 
It was gallantly defended by eight Turk- 
ish battalions who Mere forced to give way 
before superior numbers. They retreat- 
ed in good order taking with them the 
Mussulman inhabitants. Tho dispatch 
adds that Osman Pasha had left Plevna 
with 28 battalions to retake Lovatz. 

London, Sept. 8. —Accounts of tho 
fighting at Lovatz sent from Bucharest by 
by sumo correspondents turn out to bo 
pure fictions. The Russian successes are 
not of such proportions as first represent- 
ed. Lovatz is an open town in a valley, 
important chiefly as covering tho roads to 
Trajan and Solvi. Tho use tho Russians 
will bo able to make of the position must 
depend on their driving back the Turks 
on the northwest cif Lovatz. Tho capture 
of Lovatz must be regarded rather as part 
of an important system of operations 
than as an independent achievement. 
Perhaps the Russians aro trying 
to finish with Ouuian Pasha beforo it bo- 
comes indispensable to meet Mehemet 
All's advance. It seems beyond doubt 
that the Czarovitoh's army has been great- 
ly' weakened and that after several im- 
portant successes Mehemet Ali now 
threatens the lines of communication with 
Tiruova, whilo AobmetEyoub Pasha, op- 
erating from Riistohuk, threatens not 
only the new bridge at Pyragos, but even 
the Sistova crossing. Every preparation 
is making and every neivo strained to 
bring complete destruction to tho Turk- 
ish army at Plevna. • 

Reports from HobnrtPasba to tho Porte 
represent tbu now defenses of Bebastopol 
strong enough without the addition of 
torpedoes to destroy the finest lleet afloat.

Constantinople, Sept. 8. — The battle 
was begun at Plevna on Friday morn- 
ing, the result is unknown. No details 
havo readied here us yet. Otlicial 
bulletins froin Russian headquarters at 



Poredin give details of the operations 
against Plevna aa follows: 

At dusk on Thursday tho troops of 
tho western column approched Plevna 
aud after working all night unobserved 
by the Turks erected batteries on the 
heights surrounding the Turkish forti- 
fications. Our siege batteries opened 
on Friday at a. in. a cannonade 
which continued all day. The com- 
mandant of one of our batteries was 
killed aud two ollicers wounded. Our 
loss Friday was not largo. The ar- 
tillery engagement was renewed on 
Saturday morning with great vigor and 
continued all day. In the evening our 
loft wing succeeded in occupying the 
heights to the south of tlio town with 
a loss of 5U0 men. The village of 
Uschitza was also occupied. The centre 
and right wing have approached within 
1200 or 1100 yards of the Turkish forti- 
fications. The losses on tho whole are 
not great. Tho cannonade lasted all 
Saturday night and increased in vio- 
lence on Sunday morning. 

A dispatch dated Bucharest to-day, 
says the general attack on Plevna will 
bo made to day. 

It said 20,000 Turks who were 
marching to Osman Pasha's assistance 
havo bee_ intercepted below Neirski. 

London, Sept. 10. — A correspondent 
telegraphing from Poredin gives tho 
names of the various corps and brigades 
composing the army beforo Plevna, 
showing there aro 80,000 infantry, in- 
cluding 28,000 Roumanians. The 
cavalry number 10,000, including 4,- 
000 Roumanians with the addition of 
othor aims of service. There is a 
compact, well equipped army of about 
one hundred thousand men with two 
hundred and fifty guns, including 
siogo artillery. Tbo greater part of 
the army has tho advantage of having 
already been under lire. Some indi- 
cations of turning tho movement was 
suggested when Prince Merotinsky 
took Lovalz; but tho suggestion was 
deceptive. The course of the attack 
promises to bo almost identical with 
that pursued on a previous occasion. 

London, Sept. 10.- -A correspondent 
writing on Thursday explains the posi- 
tions of tho contending armies at 
Plevna as follows: Grivica stands in 
tho too of a horseshoe formed by the 
Turkish positions around Plevna. 
Opposite to it stands the. Russian fifth 
division which will fall in after artillery 
preparations. The lino is prolonged 
on the left flank by five divisions ex- 
tending as far as Bogot. Opposite tho 
horseshoe is the Russo -Roumanian 
centre. The Russians hold the ground 
to the left which was occupied by 
Prince Schockosky in the previous 
battle of Plevna. The Roumanians 
have a secliou of the environment to 
tho right of tho cenlro, being the 
ground on which Gen. Krudener then 
fought. The front of each section 
is of about equal extent. The 
Turkish positions opposite the Rou- 
tnanian section are the stronger, but as 
there are 28,000 Roumanians to 50,000 
Russians there seems logically to fol- 
low the Roumanians are intended to 
be chiefly of a demonstrative character. 
They will do good service if they hold 
tho Turks confronting them while the 
centre aud left aio delivering blow 
upon blow on the weaker sections of 
the Turkish front. Prince Merotinsky 
from Lovatz detached one biiga.de and 
sent it south to Trajan to guard against 
trouble from that region add to-day 
(Thursday) has marched north along 
tho road iu tho direction of Plevna 
with three brigades. Of the details of 
this disposition I am unaware except 
that ho touches the Russian division iu 
Bogot and that this force constitutes 
the Russian extreme left flank which is 
very strong either for direct attack or 
for outflanking tho Turkish position.

No dates for 
its demonetization being fixed by law it 
will bo withdrawn at the discretion of tho 
G-ovorumont. The presout rate of with- 
drawal is considerably slower than here- 
tofore. This, tho Economist thinks, is 
probably duo to the largo amount of silver 
in hand not easily disposed of. The 
E onomist sugge-ts tho removal of tha 
duty on silver plate in England to stimu- 
late tho demand for silver and the relief 
of tbo Indian exchequer. . 

Tho London Spectator in a remarkable 
article shows practically that Englaud is 
on the road to a decaying oondttion and 
looka forward to Ihe time when her fac- 
tories will close ono by one. Iron and 
coal miuoa will be shut up like tho tin 
mines of Cornwall; fires in forges will be 
blown out; the ships will bo laid to ro£ 
and so forih. Tho only suggested remedy 
is tho discovery of some new industry to 
replace those already waning. The writer,

useless and tho country, organized like 
Switzerland, will bo thinly populated by 
a raeo with tho hereditary habits of odu- 
cation but few desires or opportunity of 
excitement.

of tho people will have its fullest scopo. 
The ambitious and enorgotio will go elso- 
whero. Thero will bo nothing to do here.

London, Sopt. 10 —The M inchesfer Ex- 
aminer publishes the following dispatch 
announcing tho capture of PJevna by the 
Russians: 

Sistova, Sunday night— This morning 
the attack on all sides of Plevna com- 
menced and coutibuod throughout tho 
day. By o'clock iu tho evening the 
town of Plevna was in the hands of tho 
Russians, and the Turks in full retreat in 
groat disorder. Tho losses are enormous, 
but tho details aro not yet received. 

BtJOHABEST, Sept - Tho whole Rus- 
sian Rustchuk army has taken np fresh 
and less extended positions. These posi 
tions aro probably in the neighborhood 
of Biela. Tim Russians havo erected a 
now monst' r gun at Slobosia which has 
silenced threo Turkish batteries before 
Rustchuk. 

Vienna, Sept. 10— Tho Turks who were 
driven from Lovatz are said to be cut oil 
from Osman Pasha's camp by tho Russian 
cavalry. A Russian detachment is march- 
ing in groat ha lo towards Sofia which is 
wholly unprotected. Tbo movement will 
slop Turkish reinforcements, whilo the 
Roumanians block tho road to Widdin. 

V.enna, Sept. 8— A Cattarq special re- 
ports that Nicsic, with 10 guns, surren- 
dered unconditionally, but tho garrison 
and inhabitants wero allowed to withdraw 
to Oatscho. 

London, Sopt. 10 — An Qstrnk corres- 
pondent shows that the surrender of Nic- 
sic was necessitated by tho Montenegrins 
having stormed tho positions command- 
ing tho citadels. The gariisou, which was 
originally -100 strong, lost 200 during tho 
siogo in killed and prisoners. 

A Berlin correspondent says that Qon. 
Kaufman, of Khivan fame, "has gone to 
tho Danube to organize tho Russian com- 
missariat.
